For  those  of  you  who  were  not  at  Miniwanca  last  summer,  the  DDLC  is  located  on  the  dune  line 
just  north  of  the  Tipi  and  overlooking  the  tennis  courts  and  Lake  Michigan.  It  has  brought  toge- 
ther members  of  the  year-round  Foundation  staff  and  many  of  the  summer  staff.  Previously  these 
persons  were  fragmented  in  numerous  locations  about  the  Camp  grounds,  including,  for  example, 
second  floor  living  quarters  in  Seay  Building.  It  seemed  to  us  that  a leadership  organization 
should  practice  what  we  teach;  good  leadership;  and  now  we  are  most  happy  to  have  the  facility 
which  permits  communication,  joint  planning,  coordinated  effort,  good  leadership.

Deep  in  the  Ossipee  Mountains  of 
Central  New  Hampshire  is  a beautiful 
lake  where  the  heavy  forests  run  to 
the  water's  edge.  This  is  Dan  Hole 
Pond,  just  one  of  the  inspiring  na- 
tural features  of  Camp  Merrowvista. 

In  the  550  acres  of  secluded  moun- 
tain woodlands,  wildlife  abounds  and 
one  sees  a long,  tumbling  waterfall 
feeding  into  the  mountain  streams. 

Climbing  to  the  top  of  Merrowvista' s 
Cannan  or  Sentinel  Mountains  one 
looks  out  over  a vast  panorama  of 
camp  and  surrounding  property  with  the  horizon  filled  by  the  26  mile  long  Lake  Winnipesaukee . 
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Merrowvista  has  a "Shangri-La"  magnetism  that  pulls  us  back  again  and  again.  In  fact,  I have  just  returned 
from  seeing  Merrowvista  first  with  its  beautiful  fall  foliage  and  then  with  its  white  blanket  of  snow.  This 
"magnetism"  is  part  beauty,  part  recollection  of  fun  and  adventure,  part  relationships,  and  perhaps  most 
personally  - it  is  the  awareness  that  this  was  a place  where  we  found  something  new  about  ourselves  - where  we 
became  new  persons  - where  we  grew  in  significant  ways. 

Girls  Camp  had  the  largest  enrollment  in  its  history  with  105  girls  in  attendance.  BETH  EARLY  joined  us  as 
Associate  Director  after  11  years  of  Miniwanca  experience.  The  map  on  this  page  gives  some  idea  of  the  loca- 
tions of  the  5-6  day,  third  week  trips,  for  Girls  and  Boys  Camps.  Family  Camp  was  led  by  Associate  Director 
DAVE  RINKER  - Dave's  second  summer.  Fifteen  families  attended,  some  for  the  fourth  summer.  Boys  Camp  brought 
75  boys  from  New  England  states  spanning  the  mid-west,  Michigan  to  Florida.  MERLE  ALBRIGHT  returned,  this  time 
as  Associate  Director.  The  all-camp  carnival,  "Convention  '68",  overnights  in  the  loft,  the  third  week  trips 
were  only  a smattering  of  exciting  camp  programs.  Special  thanks  also  go  to  PHIL  STOCKMAN,  Resident  Manager, 
LOU  ANN  McELYEA,  year-round  Camp  Secretary,  and  CARL  KLINE,  all-summer  Assistant  Camp  Director. 


Merrowvista  was  fortunate  this  summer  to  have  the  use  of  the  "Holbrook  property'  in  Sheffield,  Vermont,  for 
out-camping.  This  300  acre  piece  of  wilderness  contains  a pond  and  lake,  is  ringed  by  low  mountains,  and  is  30 
miles  south  of  Canada.  A Senior  Unit  Village  from  each  camp  spent  a week  in  this  wilderness  and  the  Merrowvis- 
ta Workstaff  built  a log  cabin  Adirondack  Shelter.
